Health plan 


benifits 
extends 


Extension of limitations on 
hospital benefits and elimin- 
ation of limitation on drug 
benefits under the Alberta 
Health Plan were announced 


today by Hon, J. Donovan 
Ross, Alberta Minister of 
Health, 


Effective with the comm- 
encement date of the Plan, 
July 1, hospitalization bene- 
fits offered under Option A 
are extended to include un- 
limited days of care in a 
public general active treat 
ment hospital; payment of the 
admission charge levied in 
\lberta hospitals; payment 
of the daily co-insurance 
charges when occupying a 
standard ward bed; payment 
of differential charges when 
semi-private rooms are 
occupied; payment of hospit- 
al out-patient charges re- 
maining afte rappropriate 
government hospital credits 
have been applied; anda max 
imum of 180 days of care 
during one or more admiss- 
ion to an Auxiliary Hospital 
during a 12 month period, 
July 1 to June 30, These 
benefits do not apply to out 
of-province hospital care, 

Limitations in drug pur- 
chases under Option B have 
been removed completely, 
and 80 per cent ofall charges 
will be paid, with the pur- 
chaser assuming payment of 
the first 20 per cent. These 
benefits do not apply to birth 
control or contraceptive 
pills, 

The Minister also announ- 
ced that persons covered 
under the Basic Alberta 
Health Plan, but who do not 
have ali the optional cover- 
age, may add those options 
desired to the original con- 
tract but only on October 1 
January 1 or April 1.

It is a pleasure to congratulate our Morinville neighbors 
on the success of their Frontier Daze celebration on the 


weekend, Sometimes the volume of statistics on the population 


shift from rural to urban areas weighs heavily on the heart. 


The statistics se¢em to say that a way of life common to all 


our forbearers ts doomed, 

So when a little Town of about 1100 people can welcome 
and provide for a crowd of some 5,000 joining in this cele- 
bration it isa‘sincere pleasure to say ‘‘Well Done!’ 

Are the statistics really inexorable’? Perhaps those St. 
Albertans who do not want to become part of Edmonton's 
statistics have an alternative to consider, Would our future 
better lie as a large centre within the Sturgeon District, 
surrounded by healthy growing villages, towns and farm units. 

All of us in Sturgeon Municipal District have some import- 
ant areas of common interest, which could get lost in the 
shuffle if St. Albert were absorbed by Edmonton, One is the 
Sturgeon River - our first big asset as seen by Father 
Lacombe and his Bishop when they chose our townsite, Our 
neighbors in the District share our interest in restoring 
the Sturgeon - a project close to the hearts of many St. 
Albertans, including our former mayor, Bill Veness, 

Education is another significant common interest and the 
development of a regional composite type high school, which 
admittedly has many hurdles to overcome, Butall the citizens 
within the municipal district surely share a great concern 
for our young people and the weight of pressure modern 
society places upon them, This question should not be 
closed when such a regional school couldoffer them so much, 

Hospital services, area road improvements, possible Uni- 
versity centre are other major common interests of all who 
live in Sturgeon Municipal District, Let us consider what 
thriving, growing rural centres can meantoour province and 
our own community - is there not alsoa potential for indus- 
trial growth in such an area’ - and give some thought to 
how we can advance together. 


Aleoholie drivers 
are killers 


GET ALCOHOLIC KILLERS OFF HIGHWAYS TO CUT 
DEATHS: The evidence is growing that the alcoholic isa 
special hazard on the highways, says Earl Damude, editor of 
The Medical Post, He quotes a study by Dr, Reginald G, Smart 
of the Alcobolism and Drug Addiction Research Foundation 
of Ontario revealing that 96 alcoholic clinic patients had 
twice as many traffic accidents as the general driving popula- 
tion, Another study shows that out of 72 fatal auto accidents 
40% involved alcoholics, ‘These highway accidents, fatal or 
otherwise,’ Damude points out, ‘are not caused by so-called 
social drinkers who take a few beers and then drive home. 
They are caused by hard-core alcoholics who have a long 
history of heavy drinking and whose blood alcohol readings 
are consistently over the accepted limit." 

We are not going to see any lowering of traffic accidents 
and fatalities until tougher legislation is passed to keep 
alcoholics from driving, If provincial medical associations 
showed strong leadership in helping to keep alcoholics off the 
highway, perhaps some such legislation might succeed, We 
can lawfully prevent people with ocular disorders and epil- 
epay from driving and these people constitute a minuscule 
hazard compared with the alcoholic driver, The evidence that 
the alcoholic driver is a killer is incontrovertible, Let us 
get him off the highways.

One of the stories told 
about the Mounties concerns 
a lone N.W.M,P, officer who 
captured an entire band of 
horse thieves single handed, 
Later it was found the thieves 
had been arrested onthe 
south side of the border so 
they were set free, A week 
later an entire unit of U.S, 
cavalry captured the same 
band of thieves, Canadians 
liked to point out that one

of the province in 1905, The 
hopefuls were Edmonton, 
Calgary (of course), Banff, 
Cochrane, Red Deer, 
Wetaskiwin, Lacombe, Veg- 
reville, and Athabasca Land- 
ing.

A week before the child- 
ren got out of school for 
their summer holidays, the 
Miller family decided to go to 
Banff, The next day after 
school, the Millers went toa 
shop in town where you could 
rent a trailer, The Millers 
rented a huge expensive 
trailer. All that week the 
Millers were packing and 
making sure they had every- 
thing. While the kids and 
Mrs, Miller were packing 
Mr, Miller was out getting 


It can now be said that Sorrel 
Crescent has very distinc- 
tive street signs.

When everyone woke up 
they started to nag Dad. 
After about twenty-five min- 
utes of nagging their dad 
said the next person who 
talks gets a spanking. Then 
ten minutes later they came 


to a tipped over car, They: 


stopped and got out, They saw 
a tipped over sign that said 
‘*Do Not Enter’’ and a bunch 
of deep bumps. On the way 
back to their car their dad 
said ‘‘I think our car would 
have been like that if you 
hadn’t stopped nagging. 
There dad also said that 
accident could have been 
prevented if the driver was 
looking where he was going. 

For the next half hour 
everyone was minding their 
own business, When they 
arrived at Banff, the children 
took a swim while the parents 
had a bite to eat at the Voy- 
ageur Inn. There were two 
children about five in the

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journal -- like old Hudson’s Bay journals in 
northern posts -- records little else but cold, sick- 
ness and trouble. There were few fish to be had; 
the wolves ate his horses; Indians about the 
mission fell ill, and the little house was turned 
into a hospital with as many as ten patients 
at once, 

In November Alexis the famous was sent to St. 
Albert for horses, The Journal relates with 
obvious pathos that after being a very long time 
away from the mission, because of severe weather 
Alexis returned with only one horse! And of what 
use was one horse for the new surprising enter- 
prise which Father Lacombe planned? 

During the past summer he had designed a 
house - tent and his heart was set upon celebrat- 
ing Midnight Mass for his Indians inthis ambulant 
chapel; but it was too heavy for the dogs to haul 
to the prairies. Father Lacombe finally succeeded 
in buying another horse from an Indian, and he 
and Alexis set out proudly for the plains, The 
Journal’s meagre entry for the rest of December 
was a note of severe cold and snowstorms, 

But the simply-worded and more lengthy entry 
for January, 1868, is pitiful in what it conveys 
between the lines, Like all the other items of this 
smoke stained Journal it is in Prench and reads: 


“JANUARY, 1868, 

“This voyage and mission of Pere Lacombe 
have been very trying, not because of so much 
work among the Indians but chiefly for the great 
Fast which he and his companions endured during 
twenty days; they having nothing but some mouth- 
fuls of dirty and disgusting nourishment to eat, and 
that only at nightafter having tramped all day in 
snow, sometimes above the knees, 

‘‘Not withstanding these adversities the Father 
was able to visit and see all the Christians of 
this mission, They were found scattered at diff- 
erent points of the prairie in the hope of falling in 


with bufialo -- and these were not numerous this 
year ‘ .lt was opposittthe Nose Hill 
that the Father made this mission, 

‘*The house-tent went well enough -- the Father 
being able to accommodate fifty to sixty people 
in it for the services."’ 

At the outset Father Lacombe’s mind was 
greatly occupied by his house-tent, the newest 
idea evolved from his fertile brain and one with 
which he hoped to astonish and delight his nomads, 

For years the French priests in the west had 
plodded along as best they could with nothing better 
than a skin tepee, But if there was a brisk wind it 


was often impossible to celebrate Mass ina tepee, 
because the smoke circled about the lodge half-way 
up and filled the throat of a man standing. 

Once Father Lacombe had to celebrate Mass on 
his knees to avoid the smoke, Another day at the 
elevation his crucifix hanging to the tent above his 
head plunged into the chalice. 

To avoid any such accidents he had designed 
his house-tent of leather. He bought fifty-tanned 
buffalo skins from Indians at St. Paul. With twenty 
poles as big as his wristincircumference and with

iron pegs got from the Company’s blacksmith at 
Fort Edmonton he contrived to pin the frame 
of his house together and then fasten the peaked 
roof upon it, The dimensions of the house-tent 
were 25 feet by 15. 

The buffalo skins were shaped to make a deep 
covering secured about the base with banks of 
snow, This last convenience served two purposes 
-- it held down the walls and kept out the thieving 
Indian dogs, which were -- he gravely stated once 
-- ‘*just bands of devils’’ He had with him besides 
a small camp stove as heater. 

With Alexis and all this paraphernalia he 
Started out on December 4, 1867, from St, Paul, his 
two horses drawing the equipment and an aged 
destitute Blackfoot woman who had been thrown on 
their mercy at the mission, Under her tuition 
Father Lacombe hoped that winter on the prairie 
to increase his knowledge of the Blackfoot tongue, 

He had a fresh reason for this study; he was 
planning for the next summer a coup d’Etat to be 
followed by a vigorous campaign of Christianity 
among all the warlike , stubborn southern tribes. 

Provisions formed but a small part of the equip- 
ment on leaving St. Paul, for the supplies there 
had been about consumed by the sick Indians 
maintained through the autumn, They had some 
frozen fisa and pemmican -- enough in all to last 
them a couple of days on their journey to a camp 
of Crees near the Battle River, 

There was no trail broken; the snow was deep 
and progress was slow, The second night, as they 
were deciding to camp, they saw a thin smoke 
rising from a clump of trees nearby. They went to 
it, and found a group of eighteen miserable Ind- 
ians -- men, women and childrer*-- ‘‘only skin 
and bones, almost starved, For many days not a 
mouthful of food -- poor people! Mon Dieu, but 
they were miserables -- so thin, and the children 
too weak to play or cry!"’ 

They answered listlessly to Father Lacombe’s 
questions but their very looks seemed to ask 
him what he would do for them, They had come 
down from the wooded country, where they had 
had no luck all autumn, Neither fur nor food had 
been found in any quantity, and they were looking 
for their kinsmen on the plains. They had eaten 
their horses and dogs, They were now at the end 
of human endurance,

St. Albert’s Bill Learning 
of Gordon Crescent gets a 
lot of pleasure out of his 
1929 Chev, Bus and the An- 
tique Car Club, a favorite 
hobby which has introduced 
him to many other car buffs 
and led to a lively interest 
in early car history. 


Back in 1913 two of these 
models were built in Canada 
- just two, Stamped on the 
dashboard was the legend 
‘International Model'’, One 
model ended up in the scrap 
yards, and no records on this 
one are available from May 
1929 until it turned up in 
Whitehorse in 1954 and was 
purchased by Ernie Armi- 
tage, owner of the 98 Hotel 
there, for use as a station 
bus. Mr, Armitage supplied

When Armitage decided to 
go to the Barbadoes in 1962,
